STRIKE WHILE THE IRON IS HOT 


The besmudged citrus growers are being besieged from 
all sides, 

The Riverside county board of supervisors has moved to 
form an air pollution district to control orchard smudging 
while the San Bernardino supervisors are moving slowly but 
surely to do something about their own problem. 

Even in their own backyard, in Ontario, the citrus men 
are in for a rough time. Mayor Boles has called a meeting 
to discuss an ordinance which would prohibit smudging in 
residential, industrial and some agricultural zones. 

The air is almost as black with ominous threats of action 
as it sometimes is with smudge. 

In all of the hubbub. there is one thing to remember: 

“If winter comes, can spring be far behind.?” 

Let us hope that once the smudge and soot of winter has 
blown away, that the battle to control smudge will continue 
with all of the din of today. 

It’s easy to forget about smudge with the air full of orange 
blossoms, 

That seems to have been the history of the problem. 

Last year’s hue and cry are just now beginning to bear 
fruit, And even now it is too late to do anything about this 
year, Our officials are acting now to curb smudge next year 
or the year after. 

If they had acted last year. at the height of public feel- 
ing, we would have had controls for this year. 

But winter went and Spring éame. 

Smudge went and flowers bloomed, 

The public was pacified by lulling breezes of orange 
blossom nerfume. 

And the county supervisors waited for another winter. 

Let’s get something on the books. 

A fair law that can be enforced. 

But don’t dilly dally. 

Dilly Dallying is easy. Last week the county board of 
supervisors passed a resolution saying they intended to out- 
law certain types of smudge pots, 

This week they authorized the county counsel to dratt 
the ordinance. 

Next week they say they will pass it. 

Not only did the supervisors dilly dally all last winter, 
spring, summer and fall on smudge control but they have 
succeeded in dilly dallying away most of this winter. 

True it is too late to do anything about it today or tomor- 
row. But let’s act before it's too late to do something about 
next year,

OIL FIRE RAGES UNCONTROLLED 


ELK CITY, Okla, (UP)—A spectacular oil well fire raged out 
of control last night five miles south of here in the heart of one of 
the nation’s newest and largest oil fields. Flames from the burning 
well, which was being drilled by an Oklahoma city. contractor for the 
Shell Petroleum Co., could be seen 20 miles away, Gas shooting from 
the hole at tremendous pressure made a torch more than 150 feet 
high. G. M. Brown, chief clerk for Shell here, said the well caught 
firs when it struck a gas pocket and became a gusher.

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Ford, GM Eye 


Fontana Sites 
we For New Plants 


| Renewal of industrial rumors 
in the Fontana area set West 
Enders buzzing this week. 

Hal Humphrey, associate 
business editor of the Los 
Angeles Daily Mirror, reported 
both Ford Motor Co.. and Gen- 
eral Motors are negotiating 
for plant sites in the Fontana 
district. 

No definite statements have 
been made by either company. 
However, it is understood that 
Ford has entered preliminary ne- 
gotiations for 640 acres of land 
about four miles southeast of Fon- 
tana. 

According to Humphrey, Gen- 
eral Motors is looking over a site 
near Foothill boulevard and Eti- 
wanda. He reports that only cur- 
rent litigation over the land in 
question is holding up the deal. 

Reports also are circulating 
that Ford interests have purchas- 
ed another 160 acres west of 
Fontana. 


OVER SHOPPING 

The American Brake Shoe Co. 
was also reported to be “shop- 
ping’ around at Fontana, but 
L. Keiflein, superintendent of two 
of the company’s divisions here, 
said yesterday there was “nothing 
to it.” 


Doubling of Kaiser Steel Corp.’s 
steel ingot capacity during the 
past 14 months has made Fontana 
a particularly ripe plant site area 
for steel. consuming industries. 
Lower costs due to government 
basing point regulations would 
give many an industry sufficient 
reason to move there. 

In the ‘case of Ford, it has long 
been rumored that it was casting 
around for another spot to locate 
its Long Beach assembly plant 
because of the land sinkage there. 


Sewer Service 
Set For School 


Upland Board of Education ap- 
proved an agreement with the 
city of Upland for sewer service 
for the new Sierra Vista school 
at a cost of $3,218. 

The estimated cost of the pro- 
ject is $8000 but the city will as- 
sign $4,781 in state funds to the 
district to make up the difference. 

In accepting the state funds the 
school district must give up rights 
of title and interest in the sewer 
except that of being the user. 

Connections are expected to be 
made from homes on the east 
side of Euclid avenue as soon as 
it is installed. 

Under agreement, the sewer 
will be constructed for 1322 feet 
under the first alley east of Euc- 
lid avenue to 14th street and then 
on to the school. 

The board voted for the instal- 
‘ation of 20 automatic shutoffs 
on gas-steam radiators at a cost 
of $400. 


GE Union to 
Recover Dues 


President Henry Ranch of UEW 
local 1012 announced that the 
organization is on its way to re- 
covering union membership dues 
which are being held up by the 
General Electric company. 

Early this week local 1012 of- 
ficers reached an agreement with 
the management of GE. The com- 
vany has agreed to accept new 
dues authorizations and to turn 
over to the union the funds de- 
ducted from the January check- 
off. The disposition of the Decem- 
ber dues will await court decision. 

New dues authorizations will 
shortly be circulated by stewards 
and officers.

Acheson Fails fo 
Clear Up Enigma 
Of Asiatic Policy 


WASHINGTON (UP) —Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson gave 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee a lengthy private report 
on U.'S. cold war policies yester- 
day, but failed to convince some 
of his listeners that the adminis- 
} tration has an effective plan for 
checking communism. in Asia. 

Committee Chairman Tom Con- 
nally (D.-Tex.) told reporters 
after the closed session that Ache- 
son said the United States has 
an “impregnable” defense line in 
the Pacific without the Commu- 
nist-threatened island of Formosa.

But four other committee mem- 
bers, who did not 
names used, disputed Connally’s 
version. Three said they had not 
heard Acheson mention an ‘“im- 
pregnable” defense line, and the 
fourth said that Acheson had 
merely “appeared to nod in 
agreement” when Connally made 
such a statement.

One senator, a Democrat who 
usually supports administration 
foreign policy, said he could sum 
up Acheson’s Far Eastern plans 
in these words: 

“We'll deal with the thing as 
it exists today and hope it gets 
better tomorrow.” 

‘Connally said Acheson reiter- 
ated President Truman's state- 
iment that the United States will 
|not send troops or arms, or other- 
wise intervene in Formosa. 
MAY CLEAR AIR 

But Connally said Acheson 
made it clear that the United 
States is not by any means wash- 
ing its hands of Far Eastern 
affairs. 

Acheson may clear up the ccn- 
fusion about the State Depart- 
ment’s Far Eastern plans when 
he delivers a major policy speech 
to the National Press Club to- 
morrow. 





Freezes Reduce Size 
Of Citrus Crops 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Freezes 
in citrus- growing areas since 
January 1 have reduced the size 
of the nation’s already-short 
grapefruit crop and cut back 
orange and lemon production 
prospects, the agriculture depart- 
ment reported yesterday. 

It said January 1 conditions in- 
dicated the total grapefruit crop 
would tbe 36,800,000 boxes, 19 per 
cent smaller than last season and 
27 per cent under the average. 
But, it added, freezes in Arizona 
and California since January 1 
have reduced grapefruit prospects 
in those states by about 2,500,000 
boxes. 

As for oranges, it reported that 
January 1 conditions indicated 
output of 110,000,000 boxes, 6,- 
000,000 more than last season and 
13,000,000 more than average. 
However, it said, a preliminary 
Survey indicates California and 
Arizona production prospects have 
been cut back 4,000,000 boxes. 
About 1,500,000 boxes of navel 
and miscellaneous oranges and 
about 2,500,000 of valencia or- 
anges “were a complete loss,” it 
said,

Rue presented the first reports

in the county. 

The board last week declared

building inspectors from the coun- 
ty building and safety depart- 
ment also might be utilized. 

Supervisors pointed out that 
they were taking this action as 
the quickest means of gaining 
relief from the heavy smudge 
which has blackened the valley 
this winter.
